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CANNOT USE A-BOMB 
AGAINST HURRICANES 


New Orleans—Now that we are in 
the middle of the hurricane season, 
comes the question, “Can’t the atomic 
bomb be used to halt these mankillers?” 

W. R. Stevens, chief forecaster in 
the US Weather Bureau here, says the 
answer is “no”. 

The matter has been discussed in 
the weather bureau, Stevens said, “but 
not seriously.” 

The question was raised by Crawford 
H. Ellis, New Orleans insurance exec- 
utive, in a letter to the editor of the 
New Orleans Item. He pointed out 
that the cost of an A-bomb is less than 
the toll taken when hurricane “Charlie” 
killed 210 persons in a week-long ram- 
page from Jamaica to southeastern 
Mexico. 

“The danger is too great,” Stevens 
said. “In the first place, the force of 
a big hurricane is probable greater than 
the force of an atomic bomb. Then, 
too, you can’t just drop those things 


| promiscuously—there’s always the pos- 


sibility there may be a ship below of 
which nothing is known and it might 
destroy the ship. 

“In addition, there is the hazard of 
creating radio active rain, a rather un- 
pleasant thing to contemplate. 

“And, further, there is the possibility 
that instead of destroying the hurricane, 


‘dn A-bomb might have the opposite ef- 


fect and make it even more powerful. 
“This,” Stevens added, “could pos- 
sibly happen if the A-bomb increased 
conviction (the upward movement of 
air in the center of a hurricane.” 
Stevens explained that while the 
winds of a hurricane in the Northern 
Hemisphere revolve counter-clockwise 
on a horizontal plane, there is a ver- 
tical clockwise movement of air, with 
wind moving upward near the center 
of the storm and downward on the out-

AGAINST HURRICANES 


New Orleans—Now that we are in 
the middle of the hurricane season, 
comes the question, “Can’t the atomic 
bomb be used to halt these mankillers?” 

W. R. Stevens, chief forecaster in 
the US Weather Bureau here, says the 
answer is “no”. 

The matter has been discussed in 
the weather bureau, Stevens said, “but 
not seriously.” 

The question was raised by Crawford 
H. Ellis, New Orleans insurance exec- 
utive, in a letter to the editor of the 
New Orleans Item. He pointed out 
that the cost of an A-bomb is less than 
the toll taken when hurricane “Charlie” 
killed 210 persons in a week-long ram- 
page from Jamaica to southeastern 
Mexico. 

“The danger is too great,” Stevens 
said. “In the first place, the force of 
a big hurricane is probable greater than 
the force of an atomic bomb. Then, 
too, you can’t just drop those things 
promiscuously——there’s always the pos- 
sibility there may be a ship below of 
which nothing is known and it might 
destroy the ship. 

“In addition, there is the hazard of 
creating radio active rain, a rather un- 
pleasant thing to contemplate. 

“And, further, there is the possibility 
that instead of destroying the hurricane, 


‘dn A-bomb might have the opposite ef- 


fect and make it even more powerful. 
“This,” Stevens added, “could pos- 
sibly happen if the A-bomb increased 
conviction (the upward movement of 
air in the center of a hurricane.” 
Stevens explained that while the 
winds of a hurricane in the Northern 
Hemisphere revolve counter-clockwise 
on a horizontal plane, there is a ver- 
tical clockwise movement of air, with
